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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


There have been many changes within the Newfane School District this past 
year. The utilization of the two school buildings were evaluated by the School 
Board and it was decided for many valid reasons that the youngsters of Newfane 
would be best served educationally if the Kindergarten and First Grade were to be 
housed in( he ‘‘Village School’’ and Grades 4, 5 and 6 were to be moved to the 
“Brick School.’’ After four months of school, I feel that this decision has been 
extremely beneficial to the students of Newfane. I also commend the Teaching 
Staff in their cooperation and sincere interest in this change. 


Mrs. Sharon Wagner-Friel is teaching Kindergarten and Mrs. Janis Kiehle is 
teaching First Grade this year. Miss Nancy Smidutz is the new Aid for Grades 3, 
4,5, and 6, and Mrs. Linda Andruschevich is the new Title I Aid in the morning. 
Mr. Peter Amidon is teaching Music and Miss Pamela Vetri is our new Physical 
Education Teacher. 


The Staff continues to work closely together for curriculum coordination. This 
year teacher representatives are working with teachers from other elementary 
schools and Leland and Gray Union High School in developing a curriculum guide 
for Science. This process will also be implemented for the other subject areas. 


- The School Board has continued the efforts begun last year regarding the 
possibility of additional space at the Brick School. There is a very active 
Committee that meets on a regular basis who is working diligently to follow up on 
recommendations developed last year by the Special Committee. The 
recommendations for partitions in the Library and additional storage space have 
already been accomplished. 


I feel that the young people of Newfane are receiving an excellent formative 
education and this is being accomplished by the energies, thoughtfulness and 
concern on the part of the citizens of Newfane, Staff members and School Board 
members.

SELECTMENS’ REPORT 


In the year 1980, Newfane, like many surrounding towns, suffered from heavy 
spring rains, severe flooding and extensive damage to gravel roads made worse 
by frozen culverts. The cost of these repairs was $28,580.13. State of Vermont 
emergency fund has reimbursed the town in the amount of $19,059.33 for these 
repairs. 


Eight thousand-six-hundred and sixteen cubic yards of gravel was put on town 
roads this year. In addition to flood repairs, gravel improvements were made on 
South Wardsboro Road; Phillips Road off Wiswall Hill; Sunset Lake Road; Lost 
Mile Road, Bensh Road, and Steepway, Newfane Hill. 


The State of Vermont Highway Department replaced the Van Iderstine Bridge 
with a new concrete bridge. Town road number 12 was improved for use as a 
detour during construction of the bridge. 


Radway Hill and the road leading from Route 30 to Brookline was resurfaced 
with blacktop. The State of Vermont paid for a portion of this through the two for 
one funding program. 


Also, Bruce Brook Road, paved portion, the Newfane Elementary School yard 
and road were retreated. The lower entrance from Route 30 to Wildwood Acres 
and a section of Grimes Hill Road were paved for the first time. 


The new GMC, Series 80 with Cat 3208 engine, voted for purchase by the 
_ Board, February 1980, has been in service since August. 


The sanitary land fill has been recertified by the State after an extensive study 
done for the town by Southern Vermont Engineering and is in compliance with all 
State and Federal regulations. The Board has and continues to give consideration 
to the eventual need to replace the nearly twenty year old payloader used at the 


landfill. 


Board Chairman, Hendrik vanLoon and Vice Chairman James Gray, asa 
committee of the Board have been studying the question of town office space. This 
question is a top priority item for the Board. 


At the August 7, 1980 meeting the Board voted unanimously that the Town of 
Newfane subscribe to the Vermont Association of Conservation Districts’ On-Site 
Sewerage Inspection Program. This program provides for inspection and analysis 
of sites proposed for septic systems at a moderate cost to the landowner. Persons 
interested in this program may contact Richard Anderberg, the Newfane 
Assistant Health Officer

REPORT OF THE CONSTABLE 


This year has been a very active one for the Constable. From March to 
December 31, 1980, this Officer answered 529 complaints, logged 5,409 miles and 
turned in for payment 514 man hours. These man hours represent approximately 
60% of the time spent for this office. We have found that the demand for the 
services of this office have increased considerably in the past year and the 
possibility of these problems increasing are there. 


With the help of the Side Judges and the Village Trustees, we have been able 
to curb most of the problems of the Newfane Common. The new lights at the 
Common and Union Hall have proved to be beneficial. We have also tried to 
make people aware of the Speed Limits and Stop Signs in the Towns. 


Our busiest time proved to be the Fourth of July weekend, when we answered 
54 complaints from Thursday evening through Sunday morning. The weekend of 
the Heritage Festival brought a lot of people into town, but things ran quite 
smoothly. Things quieted down after Labor Day. 


The dog situation has turned into a headache. It took a lot of time by the Pound 
Keeper and myself to compile a list of the unregistered dogs. It would be of great 
assistance, if a way could be figured out to get a more accurate listing of the dogs. 
It would also be of great assistance, if the Town could obtain some kind of Dog 
Ordinance. Judy Dale and myself worked on a dog ordinance and turned it into the 
Selectmen. Until something is established, our hands are tied when it comes to 
nuisance dog calls, and calls about dogs have been numerous this year. 
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REPORT OF THE CONSTABLE [CONT’D] 


We have established a good working relationship with both the State Police 
and the Windham County Sheriff’s Department. Both of these Departments have 
given their permission to use their wave lengths for radios. We found from some 
of the situations which arose this past year, the need for direct ratio contact with 
both of these agencies would have been of great aid. There have been times 
when direct contact with these departments would have saved a great deal of 
time in obtaining Resuce and Fire Department aid and added police assistance. 
For this reason I have purchased at my own expense, a radio connected to the 
County frequency. The purchase of a State Radio would also be beneficial. 


I would like to thank the People of the Town of Newfane for their cooperation 
and assistance in dealing with some of the problems that arose this year. I would 
also like to thank Second Constable Robert Litchfield for his time.

MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES OF SOUTHEASTERN VERMONT 


The Brattleboro Unit of Mental Health Services of Southeastern Vermont is 
requesting an appropriation of $900.00 from the Town of Newfane at its 1981 
Town Meeting. 


This request is based on our having seen 16 clients from the Town of Newfane 
from 7/1/79 to 6/30/80. Our staff provided 468 units of service for these clients at 
a cost of $14,428.44. Mental Health Services does charge a fee which is based on a 
sliding scale, on the clients’ ability to pay. The Agency turns no one away due toa 
lack of resources. One of the limitations affecting Mental Health is the exclusion 
by most private insurance companies for out-patient services. The requested 
appropriation will be applied to help defray the cost of services already received 
by residents of the Town of Newfane. 


Mental Health Services has an active 24 hour emergency service covering 
Windham and Windsor Counties. This service is available to any resident 
experiencing a psychiatric emergency by calling toll free 1-800-622-4235. 
Everyday of the year, this service is covered by a trained mental health 
professional, who is backed up by one of the staff psychiatrists. 


The agency has a residential/partial hospitalization program at 17 Westminster 
Terrace in Bellows Falls for clients who do not need the intense supervision of a 
psychiatric hospital, but can function with minimum supervision and have the 
accessibility of a day treatment program. 

Through written agreements, Mental Health Services provides psychiatric 
in-patient services at Rutland Memorial Hospital. We work with local community 
hospitals to admit short term psychiatric clients. The overall goal is to provide 
services in the least restrictive manner and as close to natural support systems as 
possible. 
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MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES [CONT’D] 


Currently, Mental Health Services operates Work Activity and Day Treatment 
Programs in Springfield and Bellows Falls. Transportation is provided by the 
Agency in a bus from the Brattleboro area. Clients served are psychiatric aftercare 
and developmentally disabled, who may benefit from this type of program. 


In the spring of 1978 Mental Health Services opened an Alcohol Residential 
Program in Cavendish called Canterbury Farm. This program provides a 28 day 
intensive program for people dependent upon alcohol. 


Our agency also maintains outpatient offices in Brattleboro and Wilmington. 
Clients are usually seen only a few days after initial contact and can be seen on an 
emergency basis. We have no waiting list for treatment services. 


It will be assumed that Mental Health Services will be included in your town 
budget unless we hear from you to the contrary. Should you desire further 
information, please feel free to contact me at the Brattleboro office, 254-6028.

REPORT TO THE TOWN OF NEWFANE 
VALLEY HEALTH COUNCIL 


The Valley Health Council is endeavoring to interpret health needs and wants of 
all people in our area and to learn how we can most effectively serve our 
population. We need your ideas as to the best ways in which the Valley Health 
Council can serve you. Services include: 


1. Homemakers: Qualified homemakers under supervision enable people to 
remain in their homes who would otherwise have had to go to a nursing home, 
home for the aged or hospital because they could not manage their household 
chores due to illness, old age, a nervous disorder, a recent childbirth or similar 
causes. At the present, this home care is not reimbursable through insurance 
programs. The cost is covered by fees for service, a grant from Council on Aging, 
town and individual contributions and fund raising projects. In 1980, it cost $8.85 
per hour to provide homemaker service. No one is refused service because of 
inability to pay. 

2. Visiting Nurse, Home Health Aides, Physical Therapist, Occupational 
Therapist: These services are provided by Ellsworth Nursing Service. Skilled 
nursing enables people to remain in their home with medical supervision rather 
than moving to an institution. The cost is covered by insurance, town funds and 
contributions. 


3. National Health Service Corps Physician: Dr. Virginia Riggs is sponsored by 
the Valley Health Council. Dr. Riggs provides primary Health care to area 
residents and serves as an advisor to the health programs of the council. A 
Nutritionist is available through Dr. Riggs’ office for diet counseling. 


4. Thrift Shop: Provides good used clothing at very reasonable cost.

5. Free Services 


Transportation—provided free of charge for health related travel 

Well-Child Clinics—held monthly with Vermont Dept. of Health and Ellsworth 
Nursing. 

Blood Pressure, Flu and other clinics—available through Ellsworth Nursing 
Service and Vt. Dept. of Health 


Health Education Programs—various programs such as Stress Management 
and Assertiveness Training are co-sponsored with 7th Day Adventist Church 
and/or Mental Health services of Southeastern Vermont. 


Resource & Referral—variety of programs such as ACCESS, SEVCA, etc. Call 
365-7725 with questions or for assistance. 


We need your support to help your neighbors survive the economic hardships 
that are imposed on all of us. We thank you sincerely for your encouragement and 
support in the past and seek ycur continued interest. 


The Valley Health Council is requesting $2,236 for 1981 (or $2 per capita of 
which $1 per caita goes to Ellsworth Nursing Service to supply nurses, home 
health aides, physical therapist and occupational therapist).

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Report to the Citizens of Newfane 


The established mission of the State Health Department is to protect and 
promote the health of all Vermonters. In working towards this goal, the Vermont 
Department of Health has provided directly, or assured the provision of, 
preventive health services to communities across the state. During 1980, the 
following services were received by the residents of Newfane: 

132 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist and 

received personal oral hygiene instruction twice during the school year. 

Your elementary school participated in the weekly fluoride rinse program. 
7 persons received services through the Maternal and Child Health Program. 


12 comprehensive health assessments including preventive health guidance 
were provided at Well Child Conferences. 


53 persons received nutrition education and food supplements through the 
Special Supplemental Food Program for Women, Infants, and Children (WIC). 


7 children underwent medical evaluation and treatment through the Early 
Periodic Screening, Diagnosis, and Treatment Program (EPSDT). 


Through the Handicapped Children Program, diagnosis and treatment services 
for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other conditions were provided to 6 


children. 


12 immunizations were given in Health Department clinics.

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH [CONT’D] 


2 persons received screening for early detection of lung disease through the 
Barre, Rutland, or other Health Department chest clinics. 


The following services were provided by the Health Department Laboratory in 
Burlington: 


27 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against german measles 
(rubella) to prevent birth defects, 


66 other diagnostic blood tests, 
9 bacteriological and viral cultures, 


‘60 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking water 
quality. 

Statewide, 259 emergency medical technicians were trained, 286 were 
recertified and 305 received advanced training; 195,507 doses of vaccine were 
supplied to private physicians, school nurses, and other health providers; 17 
hospitals and 46 nursing homes were inspected and licensed; 3,804 restaurants 
were inspected; 3,655 venereal disease office visits and/or treatments were paid 
for and 1,063 contacts were traced; material to test 14,270 persons for tuberculosis 
was distributed to private physicians, public clinics, and schools; 105 x-ray 
machines were inspected; treatment for 22,000 children was approved and paid 
for in total or in part by the Tooth Fairy and Denticaid programs; and, in 
conjunction with Planned Parenthood of Vermont, Inc., 15,705 persons received 
contraceptive counselling and service. 


Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local Health Services to 
your Town Health Officer, Carlos G. Otis, M.D. 


Your Town Clerk, Katherine R. Purinton, received support and instruction in 
the handling of vital records from the Division of Public Health Statistics. 


Although no Newfane residents participated, the following Health Department 
program is also available to your community:

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WINDHAM REGIONAL COMMISSION 


In 1980-81 the Windham Regional Commission (WRC) is working for Newfane 
and 23 other towns as an agency of Windham region local government. Newfane’s 
selectmen, planning commission and other officials receive technical assistance 
from WRC staff directly in a number of ways; the Town also benefits from regional 
WRC activities and projects. 


Newfane’s interests in the WRC are represented by Hendrik vanLoon and Peter 
Loring. Pete is vice chairman of the Commission, serves on the Executive Board 
and is chairman of the Personnel Committee. Peter serves on the A-95 Review 
Committee. 


Some of the specific activities and projects in which the WRC is working with 
Newfane in 1980-81 are: 


“Technical assistance in a review and updating of the Town’s zoning and flood 
hazard area bylaws, consideration of dog control and public assembly control 
ordinances, and preparation of a Town Bylaws and Ordinances Handbook and 
informational sheet. 


“An expanded economic development program, including the completion of an 
industrial park study for Brattleboro and Rockingham area towns, the writing 
of an Overall Economic Development Program for the 16-town Brattleboro 
labor market area, coordination with economic development programs in the 
Brattleboro, Rockingham and Wilmington areas and a look at the possibility of 
a Southern Vermont Economic Development District. 


*A development impact study of Brattleboro area towns, the aim of which is to 
identify Brattleboro’s role as a regional center and the impact of economic 
development in Brattleboro on neighboring towns; this will be completed by 
April, 1981. 


“Assistance in securing grant funds for Town capital projects. 


“Development of a tax mapping program for ten region towns and, following 
blockage of the program by the State Surveyor’s Registration Board, efforts to 
establish a definition and criteria for tax mapping in Vermont law. 


“Coordination with new federal, state and other programs in the region, such as 
the George D. Aiken Resource, Conservation and Development (RC&D) 
program, the on-site sewage program of the Vermont Association of 
Conservation Districts, and the Windham District Advisory Health Council. 


“Publication of a Windham Region Facts and Figures Profile. 


“Coordination with the West River Basin Energy Committee in the planning for 
three hydro projects on the West River. 


“Sponsorship of Council on Aging for Southeastern Vermont. 


Ongoing WRC activities include training workshops for local officials, A-95 
reviews of federal grant applications and Act 250 reviews of land development 
permit applications, work with legislators on bills affecting the region, forums on 
growth and development issues, coordination of town and regional interests with 
governmental and private agencies, and special projects on housing planning, 
energy conservation and planning, village design control and the use of 
agricultural lands. 


The WRC’s core budget for the year beginning July 1, 1980 is $88,717. Town 
assessments total $22,312 or 25% of the budget. The difference is made up with 
state and federal funds. Newfane’s share for FY 81 is $579 or .60c per resident. 
For FY 82 Newfane’s assessment will be $671, the same .60c per resident rigure 
for the 1980 population.

WEST RIVER BASIN ENERGY COMMITTEE, INC. 
WRBEC Annual Report 


On behalf of the 12 towns, your Committee wishes to record the following 
progress during 1980: 


Almost two years to the day on which WRBEC filed its application, our towns 
were awarded preliminary permits to make feasibility studies of hydroelectric 
generation along the West River. On February 6, 1980, these permits were issued 
by the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission (FERC) to our 12 towns, 
individually and jointly, with WRBEC acting as their agent. Your Committee then 
went on to file application with the Department of Energy (DOE) for loans to cover 
costs of making the feasibility studies and in June of 1980 was awarded three 
loans, one each for the Ball Mountain Dam site, Townshend Dam and the site at 
West Dummerston. Altogether, they amounted to $108,000. It should be pointed 
out that these loans were made directly to, and in the name of, The West River 
Basin Energy Committee, Inc. They do not, in any way, encumber or obligate the 
towns. The money is for feasibility studies only and not for any other purpose. 


Having been awarded the loans, WRBEC then contracted with James C. 
Hansen Associates of Springfield to make studies of the three sites. Now after five 
months of study, preliminary feasibility reports to WRBEC, with copies to 
Selectmen of 12 towns, show that hydroelectric generation at Ball Mountain is 
eminently feasible. We wait upon further engineering studies to determine how 
practical—cost/effective—Townshend and Dummerston will be. 


Until final feasibility reports, due in May, WRBEC is withholding its proposal 
for a valley-wide municipal electrical utility. WRBEC looks forward to legislative 
action which will facilitate formation of such a municipal utility and help solve 
problems of electrical distribution. 


So far our towns have directed WRBEC to proceed through the final feasibility 
reports. For Town Meeting, 1981, WRBEC asks town voters for their approval to 
advance to the next step of applying for a license from FERC to generate 
electricity. This license, as in the case of the preliminary permit, will be held 
singly and jointly by the towns, with WRBEC as their agent. 


Towns of Vermont’s West River Valley have shown strength, imagination and 
trust in their unified effort to develop hydropower for benefit to themselves and 
their region. Your Committee wishes to express its appreciation for the faith and 
support of voters since it was founded more than three years ago, and its hopes to 
live up to your expectations for the future.
